Propaganda Assailed 

Spending of state tax funds to 
spread propaganda favoring tuber- 
culin testing was bitterly assailed 
by C. S. McKinnon of Henry count; 

McKinnon cited posters. a 
the fairs which depicted children 
risking tuberculosis by drinking 
milk from untested cows, He also 
declared that the veterinarians are 
ruining the farmers cattle.

Lewis Turtis ‘Other Cheek’ 
Wher Slapped by Dreiser

NEW YORK — (INS) — Sinclaif” 
Lewis and ‘Theodore Dreiser, Amer- 
ica’s two great literary lions, ex- 
changed verbal unpleasantries and 
Dreiser slapped Lewis twice in the 
face. 

The incident which occurred fol- 
lowing an elite dinner to a small 
group of the literati last night, was 
revealed today by several who were 
present. 

The clash between “Red” Lewis, 
author of “Main Street” and Nobel 
prize winner, and Dreiser, author 
of “The American Tragedy,” cul- 
minated a feud extending over a 
period of years. 

Thé hostilities at the dinner fol- 
lowed the refusal of Lewis to make 
a@ speech. 

He said: 

“There are three men, here that 
are antagonistic to me and whom I 
don’t like.” 

Afterwards, in an anteroom, 
Dreiser as he was passing out, 
asked the Nobel prize winner: 

“And who are the other two?” 

Lewis expressed some opinions of 
Dreiser. e made it clear that his 
expressions did not reflect upon 
Dreiser’s literary ability which he 
highly respected. But personally— 

Dreiser then slapped the face of 
Lewis with a resounding smack 
which went up and down the cor- 
ridors of literary circles. 





Lewis smiled and repeated the 





expression—in fact it included one 
ort word. 

Dreiser slapped’ the face of Lewis 
for the second time. 

Dreiser waited. 

Lewis calmly repeated his crit- 
ical opinion. 

“Well, what are you going to do 
about it?” said Dreiser. P 

“I'm going to turn the other 
cheek,” said Lewis. 

“Oh —,” said Dreiser, “I'll meet 
you physically any time or place 
you say.” Observers estimatéd that 
the honors might be considered 
even. 

As far as the action went that 
was the end. And the two authors 
turned their backs on each other 
and went their separate homeward 
ways. 

Lewis also drove over his epigram- 
matic right and left after the sec- 
ond slap by Dreiser with the fol- 
lowing: 

“T said in a speech this afternoon 
that you are the greatest living 
American writer and although I 
am going to continue to call you 
that you are a (blank and blank.)” 

Dreiser, from his New York studio 
apartment, today relayed to Inter- 
national News Service that he was 
not considering carrying the inci- 
dent any further. 

“I am not contemplating any 
further action,” he said, “and do 
not wish to discuss the matter.” 

Sinclair Lewis could »not he 
reached at his hotel for comment. 





LESS L0SS BY 
FIRE REPORTED 


But Gréater Number 
Of Alarms Than 


Ever Before 


A total of 303 runs, the greatest 
number for any year since the or- 
ganization of the Muscatine fire 
department, was made in the fiscal 
year just ended, it was revealed in 
the annual report of Fire Chief 
J. J; Brown made to city council 
Thursday night. Only 205 rtins 
were made in the preceding fiscal 
year. 


There was a reduction of $312.85 
in’ total fire damage this year as 
compared with the last, the report 
showed. The total loss for the 
year just ended was $30,903.27, 
compared to $31,220.12 the year 
before.. This year’s loss was divid- 
ed_ as follows: buildings, $4,142.36; 
contents, $5,029.66; _ automobiles, 
$1,656.26; and miscellaneous, $75: 
The total value of buildings en- 
@angered was $414,100; contents, 
$188,975; and automobiles, $5,778. 
Insurance on buildings endangered 
was $222;475; on contents, $80,- 
7715; and on automobiles, $3,102. 

Of the 17 largest cities in Iowa, 
Muscatine had the fourth lowest 
fire loss last year. The fire loss 
per capita this year is $1.22, figured 
on a population of 17,000, compar-

House Also Discusses 
Assessor Bill 
Changes 


DES MOINES, Ia.— (INS) — 
The Iowa house of representatives 
this afternoon defeated an 
amendment to the county asses- 
sor bill office by Rep. Simmer of 
Wapello which would make the 
county auditor county assessor. 
The vote was 41 to 62.

DES MOINES—(INS)—tThe bill 
which would repeal the so called 
“salary grab act,” passed the 43rd 
general assembly, came up in the 
Iowa house of representatives to- 
day and was placed on the calen- 
dar. It means that a vote will be 
postponed until the measure is 
reached in regular order unless es- 
pecially called up earlier. The 
committee on compensation of 
officers had reported the measure 
out without recommendation. This 
report was adopted by a vote of 64 
to 42. 

Action had been previously de- 
ferred on the report of the com- 
mittee and today was set as the 
date for a ballot.

Farmers Plead For Justice 

That must have been an impressive demonstration in Des 
Moines Thursday. With from 3,500 to 4,500 farmers in and 
around the state capitol, all united in a single cause. Governor 
Turner and the members of the legislature could hardly fail 
to realize that the sons of the soil are most earnest in their 
demands that compulsion be eliminated from the tuberculin 
test law. 

Whether or not they will get anywhere this session is 
doubtful. According to Mr. E. E. Easterly, editor of the 
Midwest Free Press, who acted as this paper’s special rep- 
resentative at the proceedings, certain members of the house 


declared that in their opinion the Davis bill did not have a 
chance. The “powers that be” are too strong to combat at 
this time. We hope he is wrong but he has probably ob- 
tained a pretty accurate slant on the prospects and by the 
time this appears in print the results may be definitely 
known. 

But the demonstration was far from a failure. When so 


many people committed to one cause go to our seat of gov- 
ernment to obtain relief for what they believe is an injustice, 
the capitol gentlemen from the governor down must realize 
that such a demonstration is not a “flash in the pan.” It 
is just a partial indication of a movement which is certain to 
grow until our legislators will be convinced that Iowa’s rural 
population know whereof they speak.» Nobody goes to the 
trouble and expense of making such trips unless they are 
sincere and thoroughly believe that their cause is just. 

Governor Turner spoke the truth when he said that laws 
were meant to be obeyed. That is as old as the nation it- 
self. But the constitution also guarantees the right to pro- 
tect laws in an orderly manner. It is being done not only 
from the public platform but,in state legislatures and in con- 
gress relative to the prohibition law and many other statutes. 
The farmers are only following in the footsteps of thousands 
of other sincere individuals in registering their protest 
against a law which they think is unjust. They can thank 
the governor for one thing at least and that is in all prob- 
ability the hearing would never have even been held had it 
not been for the insistence of Iowa’s chief executive. 


In The Old Days 
Once upon a time there was a gentleman by the name of 
Dudley who was a judge in New Hampshire. It was at a 
time in this nation’s history when all judges were not requir- 





ed to have legal training and Dudley had hardly heard of 
Blackstone. But he seems to have been a pretty sensible 
chap at that. West’s “Docket” quotes Dudley as follows: 

“You have heard gentlemen of the jury, what has been said 
in this case by the lawyers—the rascals! But, no, I will not 
abuse them. It is their business to make a good case for 
their clients. They are paid for it and they have done in this 
case well enough. But you and I, gentlemen, have some- 
thing else to consider. They talk of law. Why, gentlemen, 
it is not law we want but justice, They would govern us 
by the common law of England. Trust me,.gentlemen, com- 
mon sense is a much safer guide for us. A clear head and 
an honest heart are worth more than all the law of the 
lawyers. 

“There was one good thing at the bar. 
speare, an English player, I believe. 
enough to be in the Bible. It is this: ‘Be just and fear 
not.’ That, gentleman, is law enough in this case, and law 
enough in any case. All we need is common sense and com- 
mon honesty as between man and man. And now, Mr, 
Sheriff, take out the jury; and you, Mr. Foreman, do not 
keep us waiting with idle talk of which there has been too 
much already. Give us an honest verdict of which, as plain, 
common-sense men, you need not be ashamed,” 

There are many today who would like to see less law and 
more justice. What we need is more Dudleys both in and 
without the legal profession.

Employment Sure To Increase 
An indication of the stupenduous amount of . highway 
work which will be undertaken throughout the nation during 
1981 is shown by a recent government announcement stat-

CHRONIC DISEASE 

The more thought a doctor gives 
to treating disease the more re- 
freshing it is to feel that one is 
not bound by the old time regime 
of handling sickness; especially 
when we see the remarkable re- 
coveries secured from the use of 
drugless, hygienic therapy. 

It is a great relief to the doctor 
when he can give real service, and 
get results, without wondering 
whether his method of treatment is 
going to be worse than the dis- 
ease he is treating. 

No matter how many pieces of 
paper a man may have hanging 
on the wall, or what other type of 
protection he may have back of 
him, a real conscientious doctor can 
not help but worry if he is using 
a@ drug of which he knows practic- 
ally nothing, and the action of 
which can only be judged in many 
instances by anxiously waiting for 
the sequalae. It is enough to give 
conscientious thought and service 
in a case of sickness without the 
necessity of adding to one’s wor- 
ries by using dangerous serums 
and toxins. 

Today there are two roads for 
the public to use in their search 
for health. One road takes you 
through the doubtful methods of 
long ago, used today under the 
guise of new names, new methods 
of procedure possibly in some in- 
stances, but yet, following the 
paths of long ago insofar as it re- 
lates to the idea that it is proper 
and right to chase after a flock 
of symptoms and treat those in- 
stead of treating the real cause. 
A ‘false sense of well being is se- 
cured when symptoms are  sup- 
pressed by drugs. Drugs have a 
primary and a secondary action. 
While first or primary action of 
the drug suppresses the symptoms 
and makes the patient feel that he 
has been cured, there is a second- 
ary action which results in a sequ- 
ence which is not so easily dis- 
cernible and which may not mani- 
fest itself until yéars later. 

As an example, the case of a 
child may be cited to show what 
happens when a drug like mercury 
is used. It is well known that 
mercury reaches and reacts upon 
every organ and tissue in the 
body. This child is today, about 
14 years old, a cripple, twisted all 
out of shape, cannot talk, cannot 
help himself at all and has to be 
carried from place to place, groan- 
ing in misery a great deal of the 
time from pain. 

In their desperate attempts to 
relieve the child the parents have 
spent about $35,000 in “the last 
ten years with the above fearful 
results. 

During the first four years of 
the child’s life he was a fine speci- 
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men of childhood. One day the 
child stumbled and fell, exhibiting 
peculiar signs of sickness. The case 
was diagnosed as of _ syphilitic 
origin. -Mercury was at once ad- 
ministered and continued for years 
or as long as the father’s money 
lasted. 

Of course the child will never re- 
cover if the same type of treatment 
is resumed again as the boy is so 
full of mercury now that it can 
never be wholly removed from his 
system. In fact this boy is so full 
of mercury that when a drugless 
method was tried, consisting of hot 
sulphur baths the -walls of the 
bath room would be black with the 
combination of mercury and the 
sulphur. The sulphur drew the 
mercury out through the pores of 
the skin and the combination re- 
sulted in a form of sulphide of 
mercury. The whole bathroom had 
to be cleaned after bathing the 
child. 


The ortodox treatment for these 
social diseases merely suppresses 
the conditions which may not come 
to light again until after marriage 
has taken place and then trouble 
begins again. In the case of the 
boy above mentioned there seem- 
ed to be quite a little improve- 
ment in many ways. This boy’s 
body is so filled with mercury that 
it will take a long time to draw the 
mercury out of the system enough 
so that nature can do some real 
repair work. Certainly the boy 
would be in better condition today 
had he been treated by natural 
methods. 


Whether the disease is acute or 
chronic, the use of natural meth- 
ods will prove best in the end. The 
system must be cleaned out. This 
cannot be done with drugs and 
doctors know this to be a fact. 
What many of the doctors don’t 
know is what to use in the place 
of these drugs. It makes a dif- 
ference whether the doctor has 
secured the greater part of his 
knowledge from the laboratory, the 
directing room, vivisection, mater- 
ia medica, and so forth, or wheth- 
er he has investigated and tried 
out the newer, more rational meth- 
ods such as the drugless practi- 
tioner uses. 

None of us, after careful thought, 
will deny that there is a super- 
intelligence whose work can be 
seen all around us. We cannot 
deny the fact that there is a force 
associated with the intelligence, 
even if we cannot name it as we 
would like to. 

This force permeates everything 
whether it be tree, grass, water, 
fruits, vegetables, animal, or man. 
When any one of these material 
things has a normal amount of 
this living, vital force vibrating 
through it there is demonstrated 
the normal life functioning as_ it 
should be.

Drugs and other 
medicines will deaden the sense of 
feeling but will not remove the 
waste which is generating the 
poisons.

Howard said: 

“The movies of today are in the 
grip of a Frankenstein monster of 
their own creation while the legiti- 
mate stage is still master of its own 
destiny.

“Stage Still Master”

hard, fast rules if artistry demands 
it. He.only gambles a_ small 
amount in his productions as com- 
pared with the enormous sums 
épent by movie producers. 

“The stage cannot compete with 


movies in realism as all that is} 
needed to produce realism is un-| 


limited funds. Consequently the 
stage is going back to the type of 
— that provides a mental stimu- 
us. 

“IT am not criticizing the movies. 
As a matter of fact, I personally

hold a movie contract at present. 

“But where the stage plays to 
a select audience of a few thou- 
sands, the movies play to a con- 
glomerate audience of millions and 
they have to strike a plane in their 
production upon which all the 
minds can meet and derive enter- 
tainment. 

“Screen production costs are 
budgeted upon that theory. The 
movie producer dares not, except 
in rare cases, go beyond certain, 
rigid rules which have been prov- 
ed to be successful because that 
producer may have $1,000,000 tied 
up in the film. Even the literary 
gems of stage successes are per- 
force rewritten and compressed 
into proved patterns by Hollywood 
scenariowriters. 

“There are exceptions, notably, 
“All Quiet On The Western Front,” 
but with the life of a movie in 
most towns only three days, the 
movies have an enormous market 
which they must constantly supply 
and they have in production a score 
of pictures simultaneously. 

“Huge Sums Gamble” 

“No other business concern dares 
gamble such huge sums upon the 
favor of the public. 

“This is gradually forcing the 
legitimate stage away from the 
realistic plays, I believe in the fu- 
ture will return to plays based on 
the artistry which permits every 
member of the audience to read 
into a drama what he or she de- 
sires to read into it.

LOWEST LEVEL 
REACHED SINCE 
SLUMP OF 1911 


Business Depression, 
Large Supplies, 
Is the Cause 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Spec- 
ial)—Following a decline in prices 
of farm products at local markets 
curing February the lowest level in 
20 years has been reached, accord- 
ing to announcement made recent- 
ly by the Depamment of Agri- 
culture. There are only a few prod- 
ucts remaining above the pre-war 
level, the report continued. 

While there were a few more in- 
ications in February of the term- 
ination of the downward phase of 
the general business depression, 
the Department said, the appear- 
ances of stability have been of 
short duration and are not yet def- 
inite evidence that the expected re- 
vival is under way. The statement 
summarizing farm prices and busi- 
ness’ conditions follows in full text: 

Farm Price Levels 

The general level of prices at 
local farm markets continued 
dgownward during February, reach- 
ing lower levels than any in the 
past 20 years and reflecting to some 
extent larger supplies but mostly 
the continued depression in do- 
mestic business conditions, the 
further curtailment in the buying 
power of consumers, and the re- 
duced demand for feed brought 
about by the unusually mild 
weather. 

On Feb. 15 the index of farm 
prices at 90 was four points lower 
than on Jan. 15 and 41 points low- 
er than February of last year. The 
mid-February level was also two 
points below the ‘lowest level ever 
reached by this index (available 
since 191@), which was 92 in De- 
cember, 1911. Judging from the 
course of central market prices 
after Feb. 15, farm prices declined 
somewhat further during the last 
half of February, but made slight 
advances in the first two weeks of 
March. 

Only a few commodities included 
in the index of prices received by 
farmers are still above the pre-war 
level of 1910-1914. On Feb. 15 
prices of chickens, potatoes, cattle 
and calves were still between 115 
and 130 per cent of pre-war prices, 
end lambs, butter and apples were 
110 to 112 per cent above. Corn, 
hay, hogs, sheep and wool were 90 
to 99 per cent of the pre-war level; 
cotton, oats, flax, 75 per _ cent, 
wheat and eggs 66 per cent and 
barley and rye were below 60 per 
cent of pre-war prices. 

During this recent period of de- 
clining prices for farm products a 
lowering. of the level of prices paid 
by farmers has also taken place. 
As shown elsewhere in this report 
prices paid by farmers in Decem- 
ber averaged 139 per cent of pre- 
war averages or a decline of 10 
per cent from the previous De- 
cember and compares with a de- 
cline of 31 per cent in the average 
ef prices received for commodities 
sold. 

Foods and feed prices showed 
ereater declines during the last 
quarter of 1930 than did other 
groups. ._ Farm wages have declin- 
ed nearly 20 per cent betwecn De- 
cember, 1929, and December, 1930, 
as‘a result of both the reduced de- 
mand for farm labor and the in- 
creased supply created by city un- 
employment. The low prices re- 
ceived by farmers during February 
and the relatively higher prices paid 
by them, indicate that the pur- 
chasing power of a given quantity 
of farm products in exchange for 
other commodities is now about 66 
compared with 100 before the war 
or a third less. 

‘The general level of wholesale 
pices also reached a still lower 
level in February followed by a 
slight recovery during the first week 


of March, By Feb. 24, the Annal- |: 


isteweekly index declined to 109 per 

of 1913 prices, compared with 
11% in the first week of February, 
116 in the first week of January. 
For the first week of March a one 
point rise in food prices tended to 
check the decline in the general 
average. 

Prices of wholesale farm products 
and of chemicals according to this 
index are now at pre-war levels, 
textile products and metals only3 
to 6 per cent respectively, above 
the pre-war level, food products 14 
per cent, building materials 23 per 
cent and fuels 36 per cent above. 
All of these prices are now con- 
erably below last year’s level 

a only the textile and metal 
groups have, in the past few weeks, 
shown signs of stability. 

Trend of Business 

The month of February was 
marked by a few more indications 
suggesting the termination of the 
declining phase of this depression, 
although the general level of busi- 
ness activity in February was ap- 

roximately as low as in January. 

e general level of industrial pro- 
duction when allowance is made for 
the usual seasonal changes which 
in. January remained at the De- 
cember level, was slightly higher in 
February because of continued im- 
provement in iron, steel, and auto- 
mobile production, and expansion 
in cotton gcods production. 

} The value of building contracts 
awarded, which in January was 
slightly greater than in De- 
ber showed an increase of 
ut $ per cent more than usual 
in February or 10 per cent above 
the lowest level reached at the end 
cf 1930. This increase was con- 
fined largely to residential build- 
ing in the New York area. On the 
other hand production of coal in 
February was reduced and freight 
car loadings were also somewhat 
lower.

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Rural Residents Helped to 


Improve Living Conditions 


Situation Studied by 
U. S. Department of 
Agriculture 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Special) 
—A study of the social life of the 
farmer and his relation to the ur- 
ban population is being made by the 
department of agriculture, accord- 
ing to C. J. Galpin, chief of the 
Division of Farm population and 
rural life, Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. “ The results of these 
studies reveal the following facts: 

The unadvised farmers is by nec- 
essity his own practical sociologist. 
In his innumerable human rela- 
tions with family, fellow farmers, 
townsmen, and Nation, he is com- 
pelled to act somehow, informed 
or uninformed, and so with a push 
of the hand on the shuttle, do his 
part in weaving the fabric of so- 
ciety. His mistakes are woven in 
tightly along with truth, and there 
is little chance to reweave. 

Likewise the public at large has 
many various human relations with 
farm people, and unadvised, the 
public must be its own sociologist in 
its decisions and treatment of rural- 
public problems. When the public 
acts blindly and unadvisedly in its 
public-rural role, it may not only 
weaken the fabric of rural society, 
but even damage its own peculiar 
national woof. Thus the stage is 
set for the socio-economic, adviser 
of the farmer and the public in 
matters of the human relations of 
each party with the other. 

Public Adviser 

In the United States Department 
of Agriculture, Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics, the Division of 
Farm Population and Rural Life 
plays this part of public adviser in 
rural-public human relations. 
Through constant research, in co- 
operatiom, with the State college 
of agriculture and other research 
agencies, the division is laying down 
a body of socio-economic fact, up- 
on which the farmer and the public 
may build better the structure of 
human relations 

A few simple examples will make 
clear the role of this government 
agency, and suggest the importance 
of scientific social information as a 
help to the public and farmers in 
their group decisions, even as it is 
generally conceded that scientific 
information as to crops, farm ani- 
mals, and markets help both farm- 
er group and public. 

Periodic social tendencies and 
longtime social trends obviously 
make up the main body of informa- 
tion which is broadcast to farmer 
and public by the division. To illus- 
trate, the public wants to know the 
drift of population to farms from 
cities, and conversely from cities to 
farms. The division tells them; 
for every January first a close cal- 
culation is made, and estimates are 
officially released to the press, with 
the trend over a period of years. 

Buying Habits Studied 

Country merchants want to know 
whether farmers throughout the 
nation are going increasingly to 
large cities to trade, and if so, whe- 
ther farmers are changing their lo- 
cal buying habits. The division 
keeps track of the group habits of 
farmers; checks up on the distances 
they will go for various purposes; 
and comes to know whether the 
small trading posts, hamlets, and 
little villages are being abandoned 
by them. The division becomes ad- 
viser to rural merchandizing agents 
as to the new social habits of farm 
people and tells them the truth 
about the necessity for up-to-date 
advertising and  merchandizing 
methods in order to hold farm 
trade. 

The division tells farmers who 
have no hospitals in their com- 
munities precisely how other farm- 
ers by various means, voluntary or 
governmental, have secured ade- 
quate hospitals. To farm women, 
wondering how they can have pub- 
lic libraries, the division sends stor- 
ies of the fine libraries other farm 





and prospects for peace in India. 

In connection with the appear- 
énce of these favorable ¢factors in 
the business situation of the past 
two months it may be of interest 
to observe that industrial produc- 
tion by December and January had 
declined 38 per cent below the 
previous peak compared with a de- 
cline of 36 per cent in the 1920-21 
depression. The reclining phase of 
the 1920-21 depression, with which 
the present one may be compared, 
terminated after a period of 18 
months and was followed by a re- 
vival in business. The declining 
phase of this depression also con- 
tinued 18 months (July, 1929, to 
December, 1930), with the level in 
the nineteenth month showing no 
further decline, and the twentieth 
month showing a slight improve- 
ment. 

The appearances of stability so 
far, however, have been of but short 
duration and are not yet definite 
evidences that the expected revival 
is under way. 
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women have achieved through al- 
liance with town or city libraries, or 
through erecting county libraries at 
county expense. The _ division 
spreads the news of ural commun- 
ity club houses, how planned, how 
built, how financed, how utilized. 
To the many farm communities 
which have no fire-fighting facili- 
ties and are constantly at the mercy 
of inevitable conflagrations, the di- 
vision sends information on the es- 
tablishment of farm fire-fighting 
companies, equipped with modern 
protective apparatus, chemical ap- 
pliances and equipment for tapping 
water supplies. 
Tells Living Costs 

The division studies the loc>1 gov- 
ernment taxing areas under which 
state law compels farmers to op- 
erate and finance their community 
institutions—such as schools, high 
schools, hospitals, libraries, roads, 
community club houses, electric 
power plants, and the like. The 
division then stimulates the farm- 
er to think out for himself whether 
his unit of local government is too 
small to provide modern institu- 
tions, and how this situation can be 
remedied. 

The public, statesmen, economists, 
manufacturers, and tradesmen want 
to know what the farmer’s stand- 
ard of living is in this or that sec- 
tion of the country. The division 
tells them plainly what it costs per 
year to feed, clothe, house, and edu- 
cate a farm family. It is the busi- 
ness of the division to find out 
the details of family living—whe- 
ther the family has two members 
or 10—and how the family income 
is apportioned among the items of 
expenditure. 

Farm Groups Informed 

The division tries to keep farm 
organizations informed about the 
principles of successful operation of 
associations; how long they tend to 
survive without change; how they 
must adjust to social and economic 
changes. Officers of co-operative 
associations learn from the division 
what farmers are thinking about 
methods of administration. So of- 
ficers and farmers come to a bet- 
ter understanding of their respec- 
tive functions. 

In the midst of financial depres- 
sion, the division keeps before 
farmers and the public the native 
advantages of the farm occupation 
and of family life.in the country. 
The division computes the value of 
rural sunshine to child life, of space 
and quiet on the farm, security from 
famine and a lost job. The divi- 
sion never ceases, moreover, to tell 
the story of how the city owes much 
to the migration from farm to cities 
of the surplus of country youth. 

In fact, the division tries to fill 
the place of a mediator between 
city and country people on the hu- 
man issues of welfare and happi- 
ness, all in the final interest of na- 
tional advantage. Digging up the 
human social facts, assembling 
these facts from the broad expanse 
of the nation, bringing these facts 
to bear upon the practical prob- 
lems of everyday life, are tasks that 
keep the division shifting its em- 
phasis over a wide gamut of in- 
terests are new human problems 
assume shape and become urgent.

DATA IS USED 
FOR BUILDING 
OF ROADWAYS 


Bureau Keeps Record 
Of Work Done With 
Federal Funds 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Special) 
—The assembling and analysis of 
statistical data constitutes an im- 
portant activity of the Division of 
Highway Transport in the Bureau 
of Public Roads, according to E. 
W. James, chief of the division. A 
large amount of data relating to 
highway utilization is being made 
available through traffic surveys, 
valuable informaton regarding 
highway_mileage, constfuction and 
finance is being currently compiled 
from official sources, while special 
analysis of these and other statis- 
ties yields new knowledge of im- 
portance in the development of our 
highway network. 

A plan of improvement and a 
budgeting of expenditures on. the 
basis of present and _ probable 
future use of the highway system, 
are the principal objectives of a 
traffic survey as conducted by the 
division. ‘Traffic facts furnish the 
only satisfactory answer to the 
many questions involved in: (1) 
New construction, including the re- 
location of highways, the recon- 
struction to higher pavement types 
or widening of existing routes, the 
building of new routes and the spec- 
ial design of highways near large 
distribution of user revenues in ac- 
cities to accommodate truck traf- 
fic of high density and great 
weight; (2) maintaining of the 
present system, which includes the 
selection of routes for snow -re- 
moval, and the determination of a 
maintenance program; (3)  fi- 
nancing of the present system and 
its improvement, involving the 
measurement of the amount of 
foreign and tourist traffic as a fac- 
tor in the fixing of gasoline tax 
rates, and the determination of the 
distribution of user revenues in ac- 
cordance with the proportion of 
highway traffic originating within 
the various governmental units; 
(4) general problems of highway 
operation, including traffic regula- 
tion and highway safety. 

Many Factors Necessary 

The traffic facts necessary to se- 
cure answers for these questions 
are many and varied. An accurate 
measure of the number and type of 
vehicles using each route and each 
section of a route throughout the 
entire year is required for the de- 
termination of routes to be recon- 
structed or relocated, and in ques- 
tions of design and maintenance. 
Traffie data for peak and average 
maximum periods are necessary in 
consideration of route widening, 
traffic regulation and highway 
safety. Snow removal programs 
should be based upon average win- 
ter traffic. Data relative to the 
origin and ownership of vehicles 
using each route, and a measure 
of the amount of foreign traffic 
are needed to insure the collection 
and distribution of highway reve- 
nues upon a basis which shall be 
fair to the several governmental 
units involved. A reasonably accu- 
rate measure of prospective traffic 
in the predictable future is an im- 
portant factor in setting up a plan 
of improvement. 

Conditions are Different 

A wide diversity of conditions 
exists in different areas with re- 
spects to traffic, climate, topogra- 
phy, population density and wealth, 
and generalizations applicable in 
one locality are not necessarily 
valid in another. 

Surveys of traffic moving over 
relatively unimproved highways 
may not be closely indicative of the 
volume and character of traffic 
that will flow through the same 
network after it has been further 
improved. The division is accord- 
ingly undertaking a statistical an- 
alysis of the economic factors 
which create or set a limit to high- 
way traffic. The mileage of vari- 
ous types of highway in the several 
states, and in groups of states of 
similar characteristics is being 
compared with population, tonnage 
origin and ownership ,of vehicles 
registration, and other factors 
which may be presumed to influ- 
ence traffic. 

Detailed Records Kept 

The Bureau of Public Roads has, 
as a matter of course, kept com- 
plete and detailed records of all 
highway construction accomplished 
with federal aid funds. In addition, 
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the Division of“Highway Transport 
compiles an important body of sta- 
tistics relating to rural highway 
construction, highway mileage and 
highway finance in the states and 
the lesser administrative areas. 
With few exceptions, these data 
have been reported directly by the 
responsible officials through our 
district engineers, and may be ac- 
cepted as authoritative. 

Annual statistical tables are pub- 
lished, showing, by states, the fol- 
lowing data: 


1. Existing mileage of state high- | 
way systems, according to type of | 


improvement. 

2. Highway mileage, both state 
and local, constructed during the 
calendar year, according to type of 
improvement. 

4. Income for state and local 
highway purposes, according to 
source. 

5. Disbursements for state and 
local highway purposes, according 
to object of expenditure. 

6. Estimated state and _ local 
highway construction and main- 
tenance programs for the current 
year. 

7. Motor vehicle registration, re- 
ceipts from license feés, and dis- 
position of same. 

8. Gasoline tax receipts, disposi- 
tion of same, refunds or ex- 
mptions, tax rates, and gallons of 

el taxed. 

9. State highway and bridge 
bond data, covering bonds issued, 
retired and outstanding, and in- 
terest paid. 

Analysis are Made 

At five-year intervals complete 
and detailed studies have been 
made of county road construction 
and finances. Special tabulations 
and analyses are also made from 
time to time as opportunity offers. 

The Bureau of Public Roads is 
the only official body which com- 
piles these statistical data from the 
state and local governments, and 
its tables are widely quoted. There 
is still progress to be made toward 
uniformity, adequacy and accuracy 
in highway and fiscal records, es- 
pecially by the smaller local juris- 
diction, but with the growing im- 
portance of road construction and 
the increasing authority*of the 
State Highway Departments, these 
deficiencies are being steadily over- 
come.

COARSER MASH 
LIKED BY HENS 


Fine Mash Not Eaten 
Readily by Egg 


Producers 


That most hens prefer a coarse 
to a fine mash, is the conclusion 
reached by the Ohio experiment 
station after five years of work. 
| White Leghorns and Barred Rock 
layers were used in the experi- 
| ments. 
| For each 100 pounds of coarse 
|mash consumed, the Leghorns ate 
j only 70.2 pounds of the same fine- 
\ly ground mixture. When 20 per 
|cent wheat bran was added they 
ate only 47.5 per cent of the mash. 

The Barred Rocks liked the fin.': 
ly ground mash and the mash con- 
taining 20 per cent bran even less 
than the Leghorns. They ate only 
56.4 pounds of the finely ground 
mash and 23.8 pounds of the bran 
mash, against 100 pounds of the 
coarse mash. 

In each of the several tests the 
group of layers getting the coarse 
mash consumed the most feed and 
laid 13.6 per cent more eggs. The 
degree of fineness of mash did not 
seem to affect the health of the 
birds or body weight. From the 
viewpoint of home mixed laying 
mash feeding, the problem of mix- 
ing fine ingredients such as shorts 
and meat scraps, soy bean meal and 
so forth and coarsely ground corn, 
oats and wheat is a real one. The 
hens pick out the coarser pieces 
and leave the protein and minerals 
very largely in the fine materials 
that remain in the feeder or are 
wasted. Commercial mashes that 
are prepared in the form of small 
pellets or cubes take care of this 
problem. 

To remedy waste in other types of 
mash Professor Kennard suggests 
that mash be fed in shallow, open 
box feeders, seven or eight inches 
wide and three or four inches 
deep inside, with plaster lath nailed 
on the top edges of the side and| 
projecting inside one inch to pre- 
vent waste of feed. The mash is 
fed daily in approximately the 
amount they will clean up in twen- 
ty-four hours. 
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Proposals of Grape

—The Grape Control Board, or- 
ganized to aid in control of sur- 
plus grape production in Califor- 
nia, has found it impossible in 
many cases to collect a fee of $1.50 
a ton from grape shippers to be 
used in taking the surplus off the 
market, and its future program is 
in doubt, James C. Stone, chair- 
man of the Federal Farm Board, 
stated. 
Y If the failure to collect should 
reduce the assets of the control 
board seriously, Mr. Stone said, it 
might jeopardize the advances 
made by the Farm Board to aid in 
carrying out the plan. These ad- 
vances, it was stated orally at the 
Farm Board’s office, total about 
$3,500,000. 

A plan to reduce production by 
pulling up grapevines has been 
developed for this year, the Chair- 
man said, but the details have not 
been worked out. A complication 
to be overcome is the fact that 


there are mortgages on many of | 


the vineyards which might be af- 
fected by such a program.

—(Special) Farm- 
ers should not  over-emphaize 
economic values to the exclusion of 
social, or “living,” values, accord- 
ing to F. D. Farrell, president of 
Kansas State Agricultural College, 
who was on the Iowa State Col- 
lege campus recently. While here 
he talked to faculty members and 
students on agricultural teaching 
and on some agricultural convic- 
tions. 

“The rewards of farming cannot 
be judged altogether on an econ- 
omic basis important though the 
financial phase is,” he said. 

Farm life to be both happy and 
safe, must be comparatively sim- 
ple, Farrell stated. Country life 
is so attractive to so many people 
that there is never a shortage but 
often a surplus.of farmers. For 
this reason the financial rewards 
of farming probably never will be 
as great as those for -qually good 
performance in industry or com- 
merce.

vast crop, of hideous, dangerous 
and fatal diseases, like syphilis 
and heart. disease, will arise from 
this wholesale vaccination and 
bring the organized doctors a 
second crop of dollars. 
Enormous Swag Involved 

If this system were so organ- 
zed that it worked perfectly— 
for the doctors—not only would 
tall persons from the cradle to 
the grave be vaccinated or ser- 
umized, but they would be vac- 
cinated and serumized period- 
ically so as to keep them con- 
stantly immune. The entire pop- 
ulation vaccinated every seven 
years, for instance, would mean 
more than a billion and a quar- 
ter individual vaccinations in an 
ordinary lifetime of a doctor. A 
billion and a quarter vaccina- 
tions or serumizations at $5 to 
$25 per head would divert from 
$40,000 to $200,000 to each of the 
150,000 practicing allopathic» 
physicians in the United States. 
Then there would come on top 
of that the secondary crop of 
diseases caused by using from 60 
to 100 different kinds of serums 
and vaccines from pus polluted 
animals on all the people of the 
United States. This would in- 
clude syphilis, paralysis, blind- 
ness, heart disease in its worst 
forms and certain special disease 
that belong peculiarly to the vic- 
tims of vaccination, and in ad- 
dition numerous other diseases. 
With these two drags on the 
pocket books of the American 
people in prospect, discerning 
medical trust doctors no doubt 
could see in sight an independ- 
ent fortune for every member 
of the medical monopoly if the 
game were worked right. 

What will a man not do for 
a fortune? What will an organ- 
ized body of men not do for a 
fortune for every man in the 
organization? It was a grand 
and glorious prospect—for the 
organized doctors. It not only 
promised profitable treatment of 
all the 15 per cent of ill people 
who drag through life in the 
course of a generation, but. it 
promised profitable vaccination 
of the 85 per cent of healthy 
people who in the natural course 
of events would not catch com- 
municable diseases anyway. Not 
only this, but it promised the 
large secondary crop of diseases 
from this 85 percent, from vac- 
cine poisons. 

Great System of Control 

But before such a golden har- 
vest can be reaped there must 
be a well orsianized trust with a 
well organized plan, operating by 
virtue of well organized control 
of government and public opin- 
ion. Not only would there hdve 

be.a nation-wide medical 
st, but this trust--would have 
to control the health department 
of the United States, the health 
boards of the various states, lo- 
cal health boards, and finally it 
would have to have a close pub- 
lic health organization of the 
counties of every state in the 
United States. But even more 
than this would have to be done 
before a whole nation which had 
led the world on the fighting 
front of democracy and liberty 
could be made to submit tamely 
to a nation-wide plan of whole- 
sale periodic vaccination and ser- 
umization. The nation itself 
would have to be converted to 
this plan by the most herculan- 
ean system of propaganda and 
publicity ever conceived. 

This double drive to vaccinate 
@ nation every seven years and 
convert it to this program of 
vaccination and make it like it, 
began about the beginning of the 
present century. So well has this 
organized work been done that 
today the United States Health 
Department consists solely of 
medical trust doctors; a former 
president of the medical trust 
is now Secretary of the Interior; 
the government is controlled by 
the policies of the medical 
trust; practically every state 
board of health is composed en- 
tircly of medical trust doctors, 
or is controlled by medical trust 
doctors; behind these _ state 
health boards are examining 
boards of such power that they 
completely control health and 
medical practice, public health 
regulations and hospitals in prac- 
tically every state. As a result 
practically all official health 
positions in the United States 
are held by members of the 
American Medical Association. 

A Big Spider’s Trap 

But this was not enough. A 
county unit system had to be 
built up in every county in every 





State in the United States before 
the spider’s trap was complete 
enough to trap every man, wo- 
man and child in the United 
States and make him like it while 
he was being devoured alive by 
the spiders. A county unit system 
of vaccinating the nation work- 
ing under a close state system; 
which in turn would work under 
the trust controlled Health De- 
partment of the United States 
would be about the most thor- 
ough and perfect system of en- 
forced medication the world has 
ever seen. Such a country unit 
system was necessary to properly 
spy on everybody, round every- 
body up for their periodical in- 
jections of poison pus and keep 
them ‘safe and good natured in 
the midst of the process. The 
county unit system meant that 
every county would have a com- 
plete and well-organized body of 
health officers, doctors and 
nurses who through legal access 
to the schools and homes could 
- spy on the entire population and 
have every ill person or disease 
suspect haled into the dictatorial 
medical tribunal and proclaimed 
a danger to the community. 
Once a baby, child or voting citi- 
zen is so condemned, he is placed 
in a position where he can le- 
gally, under trust-made medical 
law, be forced into the system 
of medication or vaccination ap- 
proved by the medical trust, or 
properly punished for endanger- 
ing the community by breaking 
the health laws. 

Nothing more perfect for forc- 
ibly extracting dollars from the 
entire population had ever been 
thought of before. The only uni- 
versal dollar drag ever devised 
before was the tax drag practiced 
by all governments. At the be- 
‘ginning of the present century 
the doctors’ through their hold 
on the health hopes and death 
fears of the people were able to 
devise a system calculated when 
complete to extract at stated per- 
iods dollars and more _ dollars 
from every living human being 
between the cradle and the grave. 
This system of universal tribute 
devised by the organized doctors, 
however, was more complete than 
even all the governments in the 
history of the world that had 
gone before. Government through 
systems of taxations never have 
been able to get dollars from ev- 
erybody for the simple reason. 
that there are always large num- 
bers of persons and families with- 
out taxable property. Not so in 
the system of universal tribute 
devised by the medical trust. 
propertyless persons and families 
have incomes of some kind, oth- 
erwise they could not exist. They 
also are as apt, even more apt, 
to get sick than rich persons. 

hey are more apt to endanger 
the community by contracting 
communicable diseases. These 
poor, passed over by govern- 
ments, are not missed by the 
organized vaccinators. Their 
meagre dollars are just as much 
a part of the spoils of the or- 
ganized vaccination system as 
the dollars of the rich. 

Spies and Snoopers 

Another parallel exists  be- 
tween this county unit system 
and dictatorial governments. Dic- 
tatorial governments are made 
safe only by spy systems that 
watch the people. The county 
unit system is based upon a spy 
system of organized snooping in 
schools and homes by public and 
school nurses. These snoopers 
report all disease suspects to 
the doctors., Often private 
doctors maintain profitable con- 
nections with these spies. When 
the system is completed no per- 
son in the United States will be 
permitted the luxury of being 
sick and being let alone at the 
same time. The doctors will im- 
mediately know when any babe, 
child, mother, father or .grand- 
mother is ill or has been exposed 
to a contagious disease—then the 
squirt gun and medical trust 
medication will descend upon 
the unlucky person as night fol- 
lows day. 

This system of organized com- 
pulsery medication’ had so far 
progressed in 1911 that the U. S. 
Health Department in that year 
began to exert its power toward 
the organization throughout the 
United States of the county 
health units. This work has de- 
veloped with an increasing pace 
during the 19 years since then. 
In the pushing of this work the 
medical trust-controlled state 
health boards have co-operated 








actively with the U. S. Health 


, Department. Local health boards 


controlled by the medical trust 
in turn have co-operated active- 
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ly with both. The work of ‘“‘edu- 
cating” the public for this great 
change in which they will be 
transferred bodily to a doctor’s 
spider’s web; has been pushed 
with vigor and audacity, until 
the impression prevails among 
the people that the organized 
doctors have the only system; 
that preventive medicine—that 
is vaccination and serumization 
—is an established and indisput- 
able fact, and that all there is 
to do is to fall in linevand co- 
operate with the organized doc- 
tors. 
Aimed Against All Other 
Healers 

As a matter of fact, there are 
large and growing schools of 
medicine outside of the organ- 
ized allopaths who are success- 
fully challenging by indisputable 
facts the claims of the vaccina- 
tionists. These schools of drug- 
less healers or users of homeo- 
pathic remedies fall back on 
NATURE as the great healer, 
and NATURAL LIVING as the 
method of preventive medicine. 
Surely, there is much truth and 
much science in such a claim, 
and the progress and safety of 
the world lies in allowing these 
schools advocating natural treat- 
ments to develop. The supreme 
danger of the hour is that the 
giant nation-wide monopoly of 
the organized allopaths resting 
on a universal county unit sys- 
tem will be able to entirely sup- 
press all other schools of medi- 
cine and health research: The 
county unit system exists as 
much to do this as it exists to 
481} [BO[Peul 10jJ siBljop eyeul 
members. Its lobbying and leg- 
islative assaults during the last 
twenty years have been directed 
especially toward the destruction 
of all the schools of health out- 
side of the medical trust. The 
county unit system is now build- 
ing up a system of monopoly 
control which is deliberately ex- 
cluding drugless healers, chiro- 
practors and osteopaths. 

In order that the reader may 
understand in detail the real na- 
ture of this close trust organi- 
zation and its real purport we 
herewith present a description 
of the Iowa County Unit Law as 
passed by the Forty-Third Gen- 
eral Assembly of Iowa under the 
pressure of the Iowa State Medi- 
cal Society, the American Medi- 
cal Association, the United 
States Health Department and 
the Iowa State Health Board. 
This Iowa law is typical of laws 
that are being built up in every 
state as the spider’s web spreads. 

The law is designed to make 
it legally possible for any coun- 
ty board of supervisors to appro- 
private funds for a county health 
unit. Prior to the law public 
health work was assigned to 
township unit organization and 
city councils. This did not com- 
port with the form of country- 
wide organization planned by 
the medical trust. 

Iowa County Unit Health Law 

The Iowa county unit health 
law delegates to the county 
board of supervisors the legal 
right of privilege “by their own 
resolution, or by mutual agree- 
ment with any local boards or 
boards of health of their 
county” to adopt the county 
health unit plan. 

“When the county unit health 
plan is adopted a county board 
of health shall be appointed by 
the county board of supervisors 
to guide and direct all public 





health activities within the coun- 
ty.” 


The county board of health 
shall consist of not more than 
eleven members, three of whom 
shall be members of the county 
medical society. 

In other words, the Iowa law 
will allow a county health unit 
board of any size from three to 
eleven, but three members 
MUST ALWAYS belong to a 
distribution of new graduates.” 

The medical doctors are fast 
losing ground and with the 
county health unit plan of forced 
medication it will be a fine way 
to take care of the new grad- 
uates. Note this: “The Iowa 
State Medical Society is going 
to be asked to make a formal 
declaration of policy, accepting 
this great problem as their col- 
lective obligation and pledging 
themselves to bring about the_ 
desired activity of county medi- 
cal societies as rapidly and 
thoroughly as possible.” 

This wonderful plan recom- 
mended to Iowa would certain- 
ly make a thorough jop of ed- 
ucating all the students.in the 
universities, welfare workers, 
nurses and mothers in the work- 
ings of preventive medicine and 
would establish a model county 
health unit in the county in 
which the state university is sit- 
uated so that the medical stu- 
dents, nurses, etc., would have 
ample experience in shooting pus 
from sick calves and serum from 
horses and other animals into 
the poor school children of that 
county, thus setting an example 
for all the other counties to fol- 
low. We must not forget the 
babies killed in Australia and the 
recent deaths in Germany and 
other countries, where the peo- 
ple are now up in arms against 
the practice and are abolishing 
the very things that they are be- 
ing forced on the citizens of 
Iowa and the U. S. 

Mr. McLaughlin criticises the 
nature and functions of our pres- 
ent State Board of Health in 
that it is “the mixture of hetero- 
geneous activities connected with 
licensing the so-called profess- 
ions and adds to the confusion 
in the cramped space of what 
is really a general office. of 
these licensing activities the 
Iowa Health Department is bur- 
dened with the most diversified 
list. The list includes the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Medicine and surgery. 

2. Dentistry and dental 

giene. 
. Nursing. 
. Pediatry. 
. Osteopathy. 
. Osteopathy and surgery. 
. Chiropractic. 
. Optometry. 
. Cosmetology. 

10. Embalming. 

This writer goes on to tell the 
people of Iowa that they should 
change the law so as to have 
the Health Board composed of 
the following elements, all of 
which are under the control or 
influence of the state medical 
society: 6 

“1-5 Five members of the 
Iowa’ State ‘Medical Association. 
(to be designated by the Board 
of the State Medical Society.) 

6. Chairman, oral hygiene 
committee, state dental society. 

7. Dean of college of medi- 
cine, University of Iowa. 

8. Professor, hygiene and pre- 
ventive medicine, University of 
Iowa. 

9. State Superintendent of 


hy- 
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Public Instruction. 

10. The ‘president, Iowa State 

Teachers College. 

11. Professor of hygiene, Ilewa 
State College of Agriculture. 

12. President, State Veterin- 
ary Society. 

13. President, Iowa State Tu- 
berculosis Association. 

15. Director, extension, 
University of Iowa. 

15. Director, extension, divi- 
sion, Iowa State College of Agri- 
culture. It should be under- 
stood that the commissioner of 
health should be a member of 
this council and should preside 
over its meetings as chairman of 
the council.” 

He brings out that the Iowa 
budget for this work is only 
$81,528 per year, failing to add 
that $1,000,000 is appropriated 
for medical care of indigent per- 
sons and that the attorney gen- 
eral has ruled that this is avail- 
able only to medical doctors; 
also some four millions of dollars 
appropriated annually to medi- 
cally controlled institutions. So 
the next legislature is going to 
increase this amount to $126,- 
700. per annum. Providing for 
a minimum of 47 good jobs to 
start with. 

Note this section: 

County Health Work Division: 

Director 

Assistant director .... 3,600 

2 public-health nurses 4,800 

1 stenographer 1,500 

This totals $14,400 of tax- 
payer’s money. Four high sal- 
aried physicians and one stenog- 
rapher to be used to put on an 
educational campaign to force 
the counties in the state of Iowa 
to practically adopt forced med- 
ication! To tell you what kind 
of a doctor you may go to when 
you are sick. Wonderful adver- 
tising medium at the expense of 
the taxpayer. 

He recommends remedying 
our present poor conditions by: 

“1. Building up a big state 
machine, with liberal travel al- 
lowance to maintain frequent_ 
contact; and 

“2. By developing local units 
in strategic points and ulti- 
mately in every county which 
will maintain constant ‘touch 
with the central body, the State 
department of health.” 

We begin to wonder what it 
is all about and what is behind 
the move. It is practically an 
admission that the curing of dis- 
ease is a failure and that the 
new method of bolstering up the 
business of the medical profes- 
sion by preventive medicine 
must be forced on the public, 
just as quickly as possible; for 
with the decaying of the germ 
theory this legislation must be 
forced through to protect them 
for once on the statute books. 
In effect this would make the 
A. M. A. a far greater despot 
than the former czar or kaiser. 
How easy it will be under such 
a system to declare every op- 
ponent of the A. M. A. a germ 
carrier and imprison every os- 
teopath, chiropractor, drugless 
healer and Christian Scientist 
in the country, until they put 
them out of business! There are 
in fact, cases on record where 
individuals have been prisoners 
for years under this very system 
in other states.

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Wilcey Moore Gamely Ready 
To Make Comeback in Majors

NEW YORK—(INS)—If ‘Wilcy 
Moore makes the grade with the 
Boston Red Sox this year, his 
comeback will be one of the gam- 
est in the annals of baseball. 

The big sinker ball expert, who 
became famous as a relief pitcher 
for the New York Yankees in the 
heydey of their supremacy in 1927, 
ig working like a beaver in the 
thaining camp of the Red Sox at 
Pensacola. He declares he has re- 
gained his old cunning and wfl 
be able to resume his ‘iron man” 
role successfully. 

Moore was given little chance 
to stick in the big leagues when 
he joined the Yankees. He was 
twenty-eight, a rather advanced 
age for a-rookie, and all that was 
known about him was that he had 
won thirty games and 4ost only 
four for the Greenville club of the 
South Atlantic League. 

The big fellow was a sensation 
from the start with the Yanks. 
Inability of rival batsmen to drive 
his sinker ball out of the infield 
made him especially valuable as 
a relief hurler. He worked in fifty 
games in the 1927 campaign, al- 
though completing only six games. 
Many a time and oft, he relieved 
other Yankee pitchers who were 
wavering, and held the fort while 
Ruth, Gehrig & Co. pulled the 
game out of the fire with late ral- 
lies. At the end of the season, he 
was credited with nineteen victor- 
ies and seven losses. 

In the first game of the world 
series that fall with Pittsburgh, the 
rookie stopped the Pirates in their 
tracks after Hoyt slipped. As a re- 


the fourth game, which the Yan- 
kees won by a 4 to 3 score. 

That glorious victory marked a 
turning point in Moore’s big league 
career. Probably because of his 
feat in pitching in 213 innings in 
1927, his right shoulder became 
lame ‘and he was of little or no 
use to the New York club in 1928 
and 1929. Miller Huggins had 
great faith in Wilcy, but finally 
was obliged to send him to the 
St. Paul Club in the American As- 
sociation. 

In the Association last year 
Moore began to improve, and be- 
fore long he was the sensation of 
the league. He developed a hand- 
some curve and his “sinker” had 
all of its old cunning. At the end 
of the season he had won twenty- 
two games and lost ten, pitching 
272 innings. 

The Red Sox acquired the big 
fellow for the draft price of $7,500. 
Moore was so happy to get back 
into the big leagues that he didn’t 
even look at the salary figure in 
the contract sent him by the Bos- 
ton club. 

Last year the Sox lost many 
games because of the lack of a 
capable relief pitcher, and the club 
is counting upon Moore to perform 
that role successfully. If he makes 
@ comeback, fans all over the 
country will rejoice with him, for 
the big farmer is one of the most 
likeable men in the gante. 

The drafting of Moore by the 
Sox was a bitter pill for Bob Con- 
nery, owner of the St. Paul club, 
to swallow. He had been offered 
$25,000 for him by the Cubs in 
mid-season, but did not want to 
cripple the St. Paul pitching staff 
by letting him go. Then the draft 
came along and the Red Sox

Later all of the survivors, who had 
been subsisting on rations of tea 
and biscuits, were transferred to 
the rescue ships Imogene and Sa- 
gona. 

Messages from Horse Island 
stated that the survivors might be 
taken to the American Mission hos- 
pital on Twilight Island in Notre 
Dame bay, unless heavy ice jams 
in that region prevented the trans- 
fer. In that case, they will be 
brought ‘here. 

Travel Eight Miles 

Twenty one of the rescued men 
dragged themselves from the scene 
of the wreck over eight miles of 
treacherous ice to the habitations 
on Horse Island; six others were 
picked up from the ice floes by the 
Sagona. One of these, Harry Sar- 
gent of Boston, was reported re- 
covering rapidly from his injuries. 

Of the others, W. Kennedy suf- 
fered from pneumonia, and Clay- 
ton King of frozen feet.

CALL TROOPS 
TO PUT DOWN 
ANOTHER RIOT 


Outbreaks Again Oc- 
cur in Joliet 
Prison 


JOLIET, — (INS) — Rebellion 
swept the Stateville prison 
again today, an outburst of resent- 
inent that so alarmed prison offi- 
cials that two companies of the Illi- 
nois national guards were rushed 
within the walls with fixed bay- 
cnets to restore order. ~ 

It was not a riot, prison authori- 
ties announced, and the men were 
held within their cells without 
bloodshed. 

Kicks Out Door 

The alarm was sounded at 12:15 
p. m. while Warden H. C. Hill was 
testifying in the old prison as to 
the cause of the three bloody riots 
that have swept the penitentiary in 
the past week. He was appearing 


fhefore a committee from the state 


legislature. 

As soon as the outburst was re- 
ported at Stateville Warden Hill 
rushed to take command of the 
troops and guards. 

Order was restored and it was 
determined that one convict in 
“F” cell block had started the af- 
fair by kicking out a glass door. 

Immediately the cell block be- 
came a howling bedlam with the 
prisoners howling jeers and curses, 

One guard, patrolling the walls, 
fired a shot in the air as a sigral

Convicts Want Food 
Warden Hill said this latest out- 
burst was probably due to lack of 
food for the men. “We can’t feed 
them right now since they have 
destroyed their own kitchen,” he 
said.

Tour Cell Blocks 
The committee’s first move was 
to make an inspection tour through 
the cell blocks and plant of the old 
Joliet institution, where 1,100 pris- 


oners have been locked in their! 


cells, placed on a bread and water 
diet, and subjected to doubled 
surveillance. 

Every point of the old prison was 
visited in the two-hour tour. Thurs- 
day the committee members in- 
spected everything within the 
smoke blackened walls of the State- 
ville prison, where the rioters 
worked, $500,000 damage. 

Parole System Blamed 

On completing his inspection to- 
day. Rep. Michael L. Igoe, member 
of the probe committee, charged 
the parole system with blame for 
the trouble. 

“There’s no complaint about the 
prison or the warden,” he said. 
“It’s all against the parole’ system. 
We talked te<everyone in the cells 
who wanted to. talk. In the main, 
the convicts were all against . the 
parole system. We heard some 
terribly shocking stories about 
treatment under parole practice. 
Then there were a few men who 
disliked the guards—but that is not 
unusual.” 

JOLIET, Tll—(INS)—Legislative 
investigations of the prison riots 
which have transformed the Joliet 
penitentiaries into armed military 
camps began today wth investigat- 
ing committee members determined 
to find the underlying cause of the 
mutinies. 

Warden Henry C. Hill was to be 
the first witness called before the 
special legislative committee head- 
ed by Chairman Roger F. Little. 
Following the warden were to come 
a number of the convicts who were 
the instigators of the series of riots 
and who have been locked in soli- 
tary confinement since the mu- 
tinies. 

As a result of the disturbances 
Deputy Warden Kness announced 
| that all privileges have been with- 
drawn indefinitely in Stateville 
prison. 

Before the rioting prisoners in 
the new‘ ‘model’ penitentiaisy were 
allowed many conveniences not af- 


|forded in the old prison, but these 


will have to be withdrawn, the 
deputy warden said. 
To Investigate Paroles 

“We have been accused in the 
past of pampering prisoners,” he 
explained, “but I do not intend to 
let it be said again that we have 
pampered them. All privileges have 
been withdrawn.” 

Inasmuch as the scope of the in- 
vestigation has been expanded to 
include the pardon and parole 
board, and operation of the parole 
board which the convicts hold to 
be the cause of discontent, the

The old city council adjourned 
sine die and the new alderman, 
John Nietzel of the fourth ward, 
was sworn into office together with 
Aldermen E. C. Schoemaker, A. E. 
Othmer, and Albert Stolzenau, all 
‘of whom were re-elected at the 
March 2 election. 

Nietzel, who replaces John Rich- 
ley as one of the fourth ward alder- 
men, has been a member of the 
bedy before. 

The oath of office was given to 
all city officers elected in the re- 
cent election. 

Resolution by Richley 

The introduction of a resolution 
denouncing in scathing terms ef- 
forts of utility companies to have 
a public utilities commission creat- 
ed in the state, of Iowa was the 
last official act of Alderman John 
Richley, who retired from office 
with the adjournment sine die of 
the old city council. 

The resolution, which was passed 
unanimously by the council, put 
that body on record as opposed to 
the creation of a utility commis- 
sion and called upon State Senator 
Hicklin and Representative Drake 
to use their utmost efforts to de- 
feat any bill designed to create such 
a commission. 

The resolution stated that for the 
past 10 years utility companies have 
| been fostering the creation of a 
commission, and read, in part, 
| “Whereas, these private utility com- 
panies in order to further their 
greedy and rapacious aims are sec- 
|retly engaged in the support of a 
|movement for the creation of a 
public utilities commission: 
Proposed Commission Condemned 

“Resolved: That we condemn this |Yr 
attempt to usurp the rights, power, 
and duties of cities and towns who 
have am investment of millions of 
dollars in public utility service, and 
that we believe the creation of such 
a commission will enable the pri- 
vate utility companies to estab- 
lish inferior service and charge ex- 
orbitant rates.” 

The resolution also disapproved 
of the extension of power of the 
state railroad commission so as to 
include issuance of franchises. 

The resolution was passed with- 
out discussion. 

Civil Service Bill Later 

An ordinance providing for the 
establishment of a civil service com- 
mission in Muscatine to examine 
applicants for jobs on the police 
and fire departments was presented 
by City Attorney Fishburn. On mo- 
tion of Alderman Horst the coun- 
cil will meet as a committee of the 
whole to consider the bill on March 
31. Details of the bill have al- 
ready been published in this paper. 

Monthly and annual reports of 
city officials were received and filed 
iby the council. Accounts of the 
more important of these reports will 
be found elsewhere in this edition.

Of 47 automobiles reported stolen 
in Muscatine during the fiscal year 
just ended, 46 were returned 
through efforts of the police de- 
partment according to the annual 
report of Marshal Mark Taylor 
made to the city council Thursday 
night. 

Intoxication was responsible for 
more arrests than any other single 
offense, the report showed, 391 ar- 
rests having been made on that 
charge during the year.

COLLEGE STOPS 
ONION DISEASE 


Iowa State Destroys 
‘Yellow Dwarf’ 


For Growers 


AMES, Iowa—(Special) — Ex- 
periments at Iowa State College 
which have led to the conquering 
of ‘yellow dwarf,” a virus disease 
of onions, haye been worth an es- 
timated $300,000 @ year to truck 
farmers in the Pleasant Valley dis- 
trict near Davenport. 

In 1927 and 1928 the disease 
caused a loss of nearly 50 percent 
of the onion crop on about 1,000 
acres which normally produce a 
return of more than $600 an acre 
per year. In 1930 there were only 
traces of the disease on the farms 
which were handled according to 
the recommendations of the col- 
lege, and this year it is expected 
that there will be practically no 
damage from the disease. 

W. J. Henderson, graduate stu- 
dent in plant pathology, has been 
in. charge of the erradication work 
yfander the direction of Dr. I. E 
Melhus, head of the botany and 
plant pathology department. 

The infection cannot always be 
detected on the onion sets, but a 
plant from one infected set will 
spread the disease to an entire 
field. Mr. Henderson procured sets 
from the farmers and planted them 
in the greenhouse to determine 
whether a farmer could safely use 
his own sets for planting. Growers 
whose sets were found to be infect- 
ed were advised to get others from 
a disease-free area. Sets for plant- 
ing are now being grown from 
#dapted varieties planted in dis- 
ease-fre2 areas.

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SMITH PROBE 
CONTINUES IN 
CAPITAL CITY 


Several Persons Will 
Be Questioned at 
Des Moines: 


DES MOINES, Ia.— (INS) —In- 
quiry into the strange disappear- 
@mce and supposed death of John 
Smith, of Perry, Ia., will be shift- 
éd to this city today. Myron Tullar, 
state agent, has indicated that sev- 
eral persons will be questioned here. 

It is understood that state agent 
Tullar has asked County Attorney 
Sackett at Adel to be prepared to 
exhume again the burned body 
found in Smith’s burning truck near 
Denison, on Feb. 3. Attempted 
identification will be the first step 
in the probe. Officials then will 
try to find out where Smith is lo- 
cated at present. 

Andrew Johnson, a salesman for 





Smith, was questiofied yesterday. 
Johnson stated that he had sold 
$800 worth of disintene, an insecti- 
cide manufactured by Smith. 

It has been estimated by state 
agent Tullar that Smith probably 
received about $10,000 from the pro- 
ceeds of matriculation fees from the 
salesmen. Johnson asserted that 
on the night of Feb. 2 he telephoned 
Smith in Perry, told him about 
some new orders which he had and 
asked Smith to bring him the in- 
secticide to fill the orders. Johnson 
said Smith told him he would de- 
liver the order on Feb. 4. 

In the meantime Johnson testi- 
fied that he had decided to go to 
Perry and get the disintone himself. 
On Feb. 3, he arrived in Perry 
about noon, the time that Smith 
was believed to have left for Coon 
Rapids. 

Fails To Show Up 

Johnson then testified that he 
had received a telegram which he 
said was from Smith from Coon 
Rapids, regarding a trip Smith con- 
templated making to Minnesota the 
following day, Feb. 4 instead of 
Feb. 5 and that Smith would meet 
him at his home in Fort Dodge.
